Havana, May 18,—The official inquiry 
into the recent boudit raid at Caimate, 
where two men were killed, has been 
completed 
It appears that a Cuban 
general, whoa# uaqie the authorities de 
cline to disclose at present, had ex 
pressed a desire a few days Ik*fore the 
raid to billet *¿5 of his men on the vil­ 
lage. 
But the townspeople protested, 
threatening to inform the Americans, 
and the general concerned is supposed 
to have instigated t he raid as a punish 
ment and example to other villages af­ 
flicted by having to quarter Cuban sol 
di«*rs. Governor General Brooke's agents 
had considerable difficulty in getting at 
the facts of the case, owing to the 
timidity of those who knew them, and 
the testimony is even yet insufficient to 
form the basis of a prosecution. 
The detectives found 450 Mausers, 900 
Remingtons, 40 Winchesters and 800,000 
cartridges yesterday in the hardware 
store of Enrique Gueray, who holds a 
letter from 
Major General Ludlow, 
dated In February last, authorizing Him 
to hAudlo “sporting arm s.” 
The authorities consider the number 
found excessive, and the detectives say 
the same concern has purchased quanti­ 
ties of arms ston'd at Cienfuegos. 
The

Killed by a 


Late M unicipal M agistrate Sends a 
B rief to W ashington on Samoa. 
Washington, May 18.—A special plea 
for the cause of Mataafa has been re­ 
ceived at the embassies iu W ashington 
interested in the Samoan question from 
a rather peculiar source, namely Will- 
iam Cooper, late municipal magistrate 
of Apia, and a person believed to be a 
British subject living in Auckland, N. 
Z. Mr. Cooper’s brief, which is printed, 
presents not only the law in the case of » 
the kingly succession, but also shows an 
intimate acquaintance w ith the people I 
and customs of Samoa, 
Mr. Cooper re- j 
gards the situation as one of extreme 
gravity. 
He says tha* the powers have 
to deal with this dilemma: 
That if they undertake to enforce the * 
decision of Chief Justice Chambers seat- ^ 
ing Tanus, all previous scenes of blood- j 
shed will be eclipsed, while if they fail 
to enforce the decision the court will be 
floured with impuuity. 
Mr. Cooper's brief refers to the pledge 
given by Mataafa upon his return not to 
interfere in the government, aud also to 
his intimate relations with the German 
government. 
He says the present situ­ 
ation is insufferable and there must be 
extensive modifications of the treaty, in 
view of the fact that annexation of the 
islands by any one of the powers is im ­ 
probable.
